2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Michlin '074, Michlin f 306, and Michlin 724 are the applicant own patents 
relating to seals. Reiter, DeKesel et al. '493, DeKesel '187, DeKesel '828, Rodriguez, 
Cheatham et al., Corneluius, Johnson (GB '469), and DeKesel (GB'219) all teach 
various seals for toner hoppers but none anticipated or renders obvious the 
applicant seal-assembly as claimed. In particular, the seal -assembly, method of 
forming the seal assembly, and multiple strip assembly of seals, wherein the seal 
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assembly comprises a middle layer, release layers, adherent layers, a tearing layer, 
a handle portion, a pull portion, and kiss-cuts as particularly claimed by applicant 
is not anticipated or rendered obvious by the cited art of record.
